An immediate Counterintelligence Program concerning 
the latter three organizations would be restricted because these 
organizations are all campus-type organizations and Washington 
University and St. Louis University will close for summer 
vacd:ions in the first week of June. These organizations will 
be virtually out of existance unti^<the schools reopen in September, 
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St. Louis has pending investigations on these four 
organizations and their leadership and will be ,^J.ert to any 
circumstances or conditions Which might be utilized to good 
advantage for Counterintelligence purposes. 

In the past this office has used to good advantage 
anonymous mailings in connection with Communist Party Counter- 
intelligence. However, at this time the office has no specific 
publications in mind which might be suggested for Bureau approval,

The only organization in St. Louis on which there is 
information would be the Students For a Democratic Society (SDS) . 
SDS was active at Washington University in St. Louis and had 
attempted organization of chapters at Southeast Missouri College 
at Cape Girardeau, Missouri and at St. Louis University in St. 
Louis. Its efforts in these latter two schools was not successful 
and it never became a going operation in either of them. 

These three schools are now closed for the summer and all 
activity in so far as SDS has ceased to ex ist This * s further 
borne out by an editorial appearing in the ^^^^^^ lssue of 
"Student Life", Washington University of f iajffBr's ruuent publi 
on in which it is stated that 
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and other leaders of tne ^New Left" are leaving the campus 
in June. This article points out that it is not known what the 
next year would bring at Washington University with a complete 
change of lea dership 

and confident t a ^^^u^nt^cti^t^^^a 
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SDS activity at Washington University is completely disbanded 
and he does not expect there will be any such activity 
until the beginning of the Fall term in September. There 
will be a summer school with enrollment starting later this 
month but it is not expected that any of these students, 
because of the few in number, will be involved in any type 
of student or "New Left" activity. 

In answer to the headings set out in reference 
Bureau letter - 

1) False Allegations of Police Brutality: The 
only incident that has come to the attention of the St. Louis 
Office involving students at Washington University wherein 
allegations of police brutality were made involve the arrest 
of 8 Washington University students on 12/8/67 during a visit 
to St. Louis by Vice-President HUBERT H. HUMPHREY. These 8 
students had appeared at a church where Mr. HUMPHREY was to 
visit and were carrying "McCarthy for President" placards. 

These individuals were asked by the St. Louis Police Department 
to move to the opposite side of the street but refused to do 
so and were taken into custody. They were subsequently released 
without charges having been placed against them. There was no 
indication that these individuals were members of SDS or part 
of the "New Left" activities at Washington University. These 
individuals, all subsequently represented by counsel, have 
filed law suits against members of the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment alleging false arrest and police brutality. The outcome 
of these actions has not been resolved.

3) Action Taken by College Administrators: There 
are two examples involving action taken by schools with regard 
to so-called student and faculty efforts to promote "New Left" 
activities and to promote "academic freedoms on campuses". 
Southeast Missouri College, a State of Missouri institution, 
received considerable publicity in the local Cape Girardeau 
press and in the "St. Louis Post-Dispatch", a daily St. Louis 
newspaper, during April, 1968, when the President of the college, 
Mr. MARK F. SCULLY, announced the dismissal of 8 professors 
connected with that college. This dismissal actually consisted 
of a refusal by the college to renew their contracts for the 
ensuing year. It was alleged that these individuals were 
dropped by the University because of their "liberal statements" 
and because at least two of them were reportedly interested in 
attempting to sponso r an SDS chap ter at the University . These

In evaluating the potential for violence on campuses 
for the next school year in the St. Louis territory, it appears 
that there will continue to be some renewed "New Left" student 
activity. The concentration will be in the St. -Louis Metropolitan 
area. Washington and St. Louis Universities will be the main 
centers of activity with Washington University in the forefront.

During the past year the one organization on the 
Washington University campus associated with the "New Left" was 
the Students For a Democratic Society (SDS) . A characterization 
of the national organization is attached. 

In the late Spring of 1967 there were several meetings 
of a small group of students at Washington University who identi- 
fied themselves as SDS. This group issued leaflets identified 
as SDS activity. They, however, had no known formal organization. 

On September 19, 1967, a group of students held a 
meeting at Washington University advertised as sponsored by SDS 
and called "State of the Union". 

Source ft 1 advised on January 5, 1968, that at that time 
there was an SDS chapter with designated officers at Washington 
University. The source advised on July 1, 1968, that with the 
end of the school year in June, 1968, all SDS activity stopped 
and the organization ceased to exist. It is not known how many 
actual members there were. Some meetings were attended by as 
many as 25 individuals. It is believed some of these were students 
who wanted to see what the group was doing and did not belong 
to it as members, -

Source #1 advised on July 1, 1968, that the only 
incident involving a disruptive incident at Washington University 
during the past year in which SDS was involved was a demonstration 
.against a representative of the Dow Chemical Company. On February 
14, 1968, about 150 students and some faculty members staged a sit- 
jin protest demonstration against the Dow Chemical Company 
I representative who was on campus to conduct job interviews. The 
•issues involved the Vietnam War and the fact that Dow Chemical 
’holds government contracts. There was no actual violence other 
'than the demonstrators by physical numbers would not allow any 
other students a chance to see the representative. He was unable 
to leave the room until the demonstrators cleared the hallway. 

The situation ended when the representative agreed to leave the 
campus without seeing anyone and the demonstrators disbursed.

There are about 6500 students at the university and less than 
25 involved in "New Left'* activities. The SDS group does a 
lot of talking and issue leaflets but for the most part no 
one pays much attention to them. Now that school is closed 
and until the Fall term opens on September 23, 1968, there 
are only a few summer students on campus and no SDS organization 
in existence. Source is of the opinion that SDS last year 
received no outside assistance and that its activities were those 
of the students without assistance from the school faculty. 

All sources used in this memorandum have furnished 
reliable Information in the past. 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held at 
Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of 
protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status, denouncing United States 
Intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the 
SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 
"going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, 
an anti-communist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 

In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

A source has advised that a member of the Communist 
Party (CP) of Missouri attended a conference in Chicago, 
Illinois, on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization, and plan for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964. The expenses 
for this trip, as well as the expenses of two delegates to 
the founding convention of the W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America 
(DCA) held from June 19th to 21st, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate 
Avenue in San Francisco, California, were paid for by the CP 
of Missouri. 

A second source has advised that the organizing of 
a DCA Club in St. Louis was done at the direction and financial 
assistance of the CP of Missouri. Mike Zagarell, National CP 
Youth Director; Mortimer Daniel Rubin, National CP Organiza- 
tional Director; and Claude Lightfoot, member of the National 
CP Committee, while in St. Louis have met with members of the 
St. Louis DCA Club to discuss its status and activities. 

The second source also advised that approximately 
twelve young people met on March 7, 1965, in St. Louis and 
organized the DCA St. Louis Club. They elected officers and 
executed an application for a charter and membership in the 
National DCA. Two of the elected officers of the St. Louis 
Club are members of the CP of Missouri. 

Since its inception, the St. Louis Club DCA has been 
under the complete influence, domination, and control of the 
Missouri CP. 

A thlrc source advised in April, 1966, that despite 
the con'.- antra ter. ns f zt-. n ai;d an expenditure oi funds by the 
CP of Missouri, the DCA Club in St. Louis never became effective 
and went. cut of ex in ter on December 21,

A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a con- 
ference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CP-USA), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose of 
setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new national 
Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for the most 
peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted 
into this new organization would eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which time 
the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. Approx- 
imately 500 delegates from throughout the United States attended 
this convention. 

The second source advised in September, 1966, that 
Mike Zagar ell, CP-USA Youth Director, stated that in Negro communities 
the Party still supported the plan to build "left" socialist centers 
and to solidify the Party base through the DCA. This source also 
advised in September, 1966, that Daniel Rubin, CP-USA National 
Organizational Secretary, stated the Party believes the DCA should 
have a working-class outlook and be a mass organization favorable 
to socialism, socialist countries and Marxism, and in April, 1967, 
advised that Gus Hall, CP-USA General Secretary, indicated the DCA 
primary emphasis should be on developing mass resistance to the 
draft. 

A third source advised in September, 1967, that Jarvis 
Tyner was elected Chairman of the DCA on September 10, 1967, at the 
Third National Convention of the DCA held in New York, New York, 
from September 8-10. 1967. 

A fourth source advised during August. 1967, that Jarvis 
Tyner is -a member of the National Committee of the CP-USA. 

A fifth source advised on September 21, 1967, that the 
headquarters of the DCA is located at 34 West 17th Street, N» York, 
New York.

In a Bureau communication dated 10/31/68, the Bureau 
advised it was ordering a quantity of reprints of said article 
appearing in The Readers Digest . Same were routed to the SL 
Division and will be distributed with Bureau authority. 

(3) Tangible Results 

On 11/15/68, the Bureau granted authority for a letter 
critizing a member of the Black Liberators, a local SL Black 
militant organization, to be sent to CHARLES KOEN, Prime Minister 
of the Black Liberators. The Black Liberators had been scheduled 
to give a series of lectures sponsored by SDS at Washington 
University. The letter indicated it was written by some of the 
SDS members at Washington University. 

It is difficult to assess the specific ramifications 
of the letter on the Black Liberators and their relationship with 
SDS at St. Louis, Missouri, however, the letter could reasonably 
be partially responsible for the growing split between KOEN, 
members of the Black Liberators and the lack of co-operation 
between the Black Liberators and SDS.
